Imperial Oil Issues 
Financial Statement| 


Net profits of Imperial Oil from ita 
sales in Canada increased slightly in 
1945 over those in 1944, the com- 
pany’s annual report states. During 
the past year approximately 1,291,- 
000,000 gallons of products were sold 
at an average net profit of four-fifths 
of a cent per gallon, This compares 
with 1,397,000,000 gallons at an av- 
erage net profit of approximately 
three-quarters of a cent per gallon in 
1944. 

Earnings from investments, mostly 
in South America were $6,264,298,76, 
and this brought the total operating 
income of the cmpany to $10,352,287.- 
13 or 61.62 cents per share. 

The report revealg that the com- 
pany has extensive plans for building 
and modernizing refinery equipmert. 
Four ocean-going tankers, lost during 
the war, are to be replaced, and the 
company plans to build three lake 
tankers in Canada. A fourth tanker 
of coastal size has been added to the 
fleet recently, Approximately 92 per 
cent, of those company employees 
who served in the armed forces and 
were known to be discharged were 
again in the company’s employ at the 
end of 1945.
